A LONE FISHERMAN FINED.

The Case to Be Carried Up to a Higher
Oourt as a Tester.

HOW RICHMOND WAS TAKEN

Opinion on the New Fire Alarm—
The Pool Tournament—The Jones
Trial Still On—Points, Per-
sonal and Pithy.

The Fisheries,

John Robinson was before Judge Ayles.
worth yesterdny morning on the charge
of lishing with a seine in the waters of
tloney creek lake, The evidence on the
part of the prosecution was elear, and no
attempt was made to even weaken it
Justice Dunkle, who represented the
cnuse of the fisherman, and who is the
seerctary of their association, stated that
thev had decided to leave the matter en.
tirely in the hands of the judge. ‘Their
purpose was to earry the case up and
test the legality of the law. M Honey
erock lake was under control of the state,
and the law was constitutional, the fish-
crmen would obey it, Judge Avlesworth
recalled the fuet that two other lisher-
mien hnd been tried before him and found
guilty. The lowest possible fine had been
imposed, on  recommendation of  the
prosecution and the promise of the fish-
ermen that there would be no more
offenses, It was supposed thatan appeal
would be taken then, For some reason
no such appeal was tuken, the fishermen
preferring for some reason  to wait for a
new ease, Under these cireumstances,
and the prospect of  the ease being
appealed, the judge concluded to swing
to the other extreme and impose the
heaviest line possibie, #£30 and costs. The
appeal bond was fixed at $200.

"'lu- fishermen, togother with the two
_]lhliw-e of the peace at Crescent, have
Joined in an association, and have issued
a nianifesto, which sets forth as the eanse
of grievanee that “the Sporting eluby and
Fish Proteetive association, of Council
Blults, have constitued themselves n
police  authority, aml have wantonly
arrested two of our brother fishermen,
currying awny their fish and nets ; that
siid associntion I8 trying to stop our
business us  lishermen and citizens by
destroying our business and the property
interests interested in suid business to the
distress of oursclves,
dren.'!

The purpose of the lishermen as
declared in their resointions s 'to con-
test the right of the Couneill Blulfs asso-
cintion to destroy our property.” A
resolution hus been adopted pledging the
members to refuse support to any man
for the state legislature who will not
pledge himself to the resolutions.  The
whole has been put in the form of a cir-
cular closing with the following earnest
and charneteristie appeid ¢

Brother Fishermen: “Tlie thne has now ar-
rived Tor us to arise and stay the hand ol this
ritliless destroyer of our property ! 1t ean be
done. All we want is, that the lishermen put
their shoulder to the wheel and work faith-
fully. e Lord and justice are on our side,
and we will win, Our tish connulssioner
boasts that he has dollars where we have
cents to earry on this flehr,  WHI we  stand
this insult?

Alarmed at the Alarm.

It is said that of Alderman Metealf had
been present at the zouncil meeting Mon-
day night the Richmond fire and police
alarm wouhl not have been accepted.The
resolution was passed by a vote of three
to two, Aldermen Lacy and Wells being
in the minority. It Alderman Metealf
had been there to huve cast his vote with
them the resolution would have been
lost. As it is the system is accepted, and
within sixty days the city will have to
make its first payment on it. The Rich-
mond company will have to tile bonds to
gunarantee the system for two vears be-
fore it ean demand any money. No such
bonds have yet been tiled.

Alderman Lacy has been ngainst the
Richmond system, first, last and all the
time, He does not consider the test as
sutisfactory and muakes the prediction
that in bad weather and in the winter
months it will not work as well, He isa
groat friend of the Gamewell and has
]fnught the introduction of the Richmond
wrea.

Alderman Wells says he has no fight to
make against the Richmond nor in it
fuvor. He thinks, however, that there is
no eause for haste in accepting the sys-
tem. He wants to see the system tested
in bad and eold weather. ‘I'he Richmond
company has beenin no hurry to have
the alurm tested nand he could see no rea-
son why the city should beinsucha hurry
10 accept it.

Alderman Keller explains that the aity
hag eaused delay 1in the completion of the
system by changing the location of the
boxes and by increasing the number of
boxes. The city has broken its part of
the contract, ard hence the company
could not be censured for not complet-
ing the system within the time named in
the contract.

Mavor Groneweg had no adviee to give
the aldermen as to whether the system
should be accepted ornot.  He eautioned
them, however, about looking upon this
first acesprance ns being aninformal one,
and depending upon the guarantee for
the future. The neceptance, 1n his opin-
ion, should not be hastily made, asit was
an important matter,
